Senator Wickwire gave the impres- 


sion that be did not have such intense 
feeling against Knisely as 
against 


some others. 
He intimated that the 


procedure which he had in mind -would 
not be directed against Knisely.

proceedings would

against Knisely. 


Senator Wickwire said that it seem- 


ed to him that, the house committee 
which investigated the charges had 
decided that the governor should be 
cleared and. In

wrangling, it. was necessary also t.o 
clear Knisely. In this way, he said, 
he was left, in the lurch. 


"It was all right." said the senator, 


"for the committee to exonerate the 
governor, but. it was not right for the 
comniittca to report, that there was no 
evidence against the governor. There 
was the same evidence against him 
that there was against me."
